Cancer Research 


Cleveland University To Test Russian 
Developed Serunt 
Research workers at the Institute 
‘ot! Pathology of Western Reserve 
University at Cleveland are conduct 
ing a project to determine whether 
a Russian-developed serum with wide- 
ly claimed curative powers ts effec~ 

tive against cancer 

The research work is expected to 
continue for at least three years 
before completion, It will cost aps 
proximately $15,000. The project {s 
tinder the direction of Dr. Hary Gold 
blatt, the institute's associate director. 

The curative serum was publicized 
a year ago by Dr. Alexander A. Bogo- 
fomets, a highly qualified Russian 
medical research worker. Nearly a 
quart of the serum was produced here 
for the first experiments.
